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VISUAL  AIDS 


During  recent  years  the  use  of  films,  fllmstrips,  slides,  and  other  visual  aids  has  rapidly 
expanded.    We  are  Indeed  fortunate  that  so  many  excellent  vlsml  aids  on  subjects  of  interest 
to  veterinary  and  related  groups  are  available. 

Visual  aids  strike  both  the  Intellect  and  the  emotions  and  ctin  impress  knowledge  on  the  mind 
quicker  and  keep  it  there  longer  than  any  other  single  medium  of  instruction.    By  means  of 
vistial  aids  the  broad  aspect  of  animal  disease  problems  and  in  many  cases  their  practical 
solution  can  be  brought  into  the  meeting  room  simply  and  economically  and  to  the  benefit  of 
all. 

There  are  more  than  3,500  motion  pictvires  produced  by  the  United  States  Gdvemment  available 
for  public  use  in  the  United  States.    The  United  States  Gcryemment  does  not  produce  films 
per  se.    It  makes  films  for  use  in  specific  programs  as  a  means  of  achieving  the  program  purposes 
authorized  by  Congress.    These  films  are,  quite  properly,  considered  as  tools  to  be  used  in 
carrying  out  program  functions. 

State  agencies  and  institutions  have  produced  visual  aids  for  the  same  general  purposes. 
Commercial  companies  have  found  it  advantageous  to  produce  films  and  other  media  and  to  make 
such  material  available  to  veterinary  groups. 

We  have  received  numerous  requests  for  lists  of  visual  aids  of  particular  interest  to  regulatory 
and  veterinary  officials.    These  lists  are  desired  as  working  references  to  enable  individuals 
to  review  conveniently  the  list  of  visual  aids  available  in  regard  to  a  particular  disease  or 
subject.    Very  often  the  one  hxindred  or  more  film  catalogs  and  other  soxirces  of  information 
are  not  generally  available. 

We  believe  that  it  will  be  of  advantage  to  regulatory  officials  and  others  to  have  at  hand  for 
convenient  reference  a  current  summary  of  applicable  visual  aids.    It  was  with  this  thought  in 
mind  that  we  prepared  a  summary  of  "VisToal  Aids  of  Veterinary  Interest,"    The  aids  were  chosen 
with  the  broad  interests  of  these  groups  in  mind.    They  are  arranged  for  the  convenience  of  the 
reader  by  listing  all  visual  aids  pertaining  to  the  particular  disease  under  the  heading  of  the 
disease  concerned. 

If  you  are  interested  in  receiving  any  of  the  aids,  other  than  those  available  through  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agrlcultvire,  it  is  suggested  that  you  write  to  the  addresses  on 
the  opposite  page  for  catalogs  so  that  you  will  have  the  proper  data  as  to  rental  cost,  if  any, 
ordering  number,  etc.,  and  will  have  access  to  the  other  subject  material  available  that  could 
not  be  listed  In  this  suramaiy.    There  are  also  certain  rules  which  must  be  followed  in  regard 
to  films  released  for  television  showing.    These  rules  are  stated  in  the  various  catalogs. 
The  letters  in  parenthesis  at  the  end  of  each  film,  filmstrlp,  or  slide  set  show  from  whom 
the  material  may  be  obtained.    On  the  opposite  page  is  a  listing  of  these  codes  and  addresses.
